Powers to Meet in London Monday. 
To Devise Aid for Germany; U. S. 
Urges France to Lighten Demands 


Britain Decided on Meeting Because of Grow- 
ing Seriousness of Situation — Tentative 
Plan Worked Out in Paris Conference. 


U.S, AT LONDON ON EQUAL 
BASIS WITH PREMIERS 
By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, July 16. 
RESIDENT HOOVER to- 
P day instructed Secretary of 
State Stimson, now in Paris, 
to proceed to London to repre- 
sent the United States at the 
meeting of heads of Govern- 
ments Monday to work out fi- 
nancial aid for Germany. Stim- 
son will participate on the same 
basis as the Premiers of other 
countries. 

The United States will not in- 
ject itself into any political con- 
siderations of Europe. 

The attitude of Stimson at 
the conference will be that of 
friendly feeling toward both the 
German and French positions, 
but stressing the fact that one 
of the best things which could 
occur at the present time would 
be a settlement of the Franco- 
German divergencies. 

The President said: “As has 
already been announced, Secre- 
tary Stimson will attend the 
conference in London which 
has beén called by the British 
Government for Monday to con- 
sider the present emergency 
problem in Central Europe. I 
have asked Secretary Mellon, if 
consistent with his plans, also 
to attend in order that we may 
have the benefit of his advice 
as well. It is our understand- 
ing that the conference is lim- 
ited entirely to questions of the 
present emergency.”

PILOT SUSPENDED 60 BAYS 
FOR LOW MERAMEC FLYING 


Clifton C. Hutchinson Also May 
Be Subject to $500 Fine

WASHINGTON, July 16.—For 
“acrobatically flying at a height 


.of less than 1500 feet and acrobat- 


ically flying over an open-air as- 
sembly,” Clifton C,. Hutchinson, 
1315 Big Bend boulevard, St. Louis 
County, has been penalized by sus- 
pension of his transport pilot's li- 
cense for 60 days and may be fincd 
$500. 

Hutchinson, an officer of the 
Thirty-fifth Division air unit, Mis- 
souri National Guard, was in a 
plane of the reserve outfit June 
21, last, at the time of the offense 
for which his license was suspend- 
ed. .He was forbidden use of the 
unit’s airplanes for six months as 
a result of complaints about low 
flying over Meramec River beaches. 

Hutchinson has been allowed 15 
days to show cause why he should 
not be fined. If he can make a 
satisfactory explanation, that pen- 
alty may be removed or reduced, 
i but the license suspension will 
stand.

PARIS, July 16.—Qne of the 
most important international meet- 
ings since the treaty days of 1919 
today brought representatives of 
France, Great Britain and the 
United States together for discus- 
sion of the financial crisis in Ger- 
many. 

After four hours it adjourned 
with the announcement thaf. Ger- 
man Chancellor Bruening had 
been invited to come to Paris for 
another meeting tomorrow before 
going on to London § ,where repre- 
sentatives of the seven great Pow- 
ers will meet on Monday evening. 

Premier Laval, Aristide Briand, 
the French Foreign Minister; 
Henry L. Stimson, American Secre- 
tary of State; Ambassador Edge, 
Arthur Henderson, the British For- 
eign Secretary, and Lord Tyrell, 
the British Ambassador, took part 
in today’s discussions. 

Laval’s Announcement. 

Premier Laval announced tonight 
at the end of a Cabinet session that 
Bruening and Foreign Minister 
Curtius were coming to Paris to 
“talk over things which would lead 
to restoration of credit and confi- 
dence in Europe.” 

Their visit, he said, also will be 
an occasion for examining the “‘fi- 
nancial guarantees and the meas- 
ures of political appeasement which 
must accompany them.” 

Conferences with the German 
statesmen will begin on Saturday, 
he said. He made no reference to 
French participation in the con- 
ference to be held at London on 
Monday beyond expressing a hope 
for a “‘political moratorium” as well 
as a financial holiday. 

French Communique. 

The text of the communique the 
Premier issued follows: 

“The Cabinet has examined the 
situation created in Europe by the 
German financial crisis with Pre- 
mier Laval reporting on conversa- 
tions between the French Govern- 
ment, Mr. Stimson and Mr. Hen- 
derson. 

“M. Briand announced the forth- 
coming visit of Dr. Bruening and 
Dr. Curtius. 

“After the interview which the 
representatives of the German Gov- 
ernment will have with those of 
the French Government, conversa- 
tions will begin on Saturday at 
Paris between representatives of 
all the Governments concerned. 

“The Cabinet studied means of 
action in which France will take 
the initiative and which will be 
likely to restore confidence and 
credit in Europe. 

“The Cabinet also examined the 
financial guarantees and the meas- 
ures of political appeasement which 
should accompany them.”’ 

Tentative Plans Worked Out. 

Tentative plans for extending fi- 
nancial assistance to Germany un- 
der some form of international su- 
pervision were worked out at the 
general conference today, it. was 
learned from authentic sources. 

The present idea, it is under- 
stood, is that the supervision 
would be by an international com- 
mittee with prerogatives similar to 
those of the supervisory committee 
which operated under the Dawes 
plan. The whole scheme was pre- 
sented to the French ‘Cabinet this 
afternoon. 

This morning’s conference sub- 
mitted all its conclusions to the 
Cabinet as well as to the German 
Government. 

Stimson, if was said, made it 
clear to the French and British 
delegates that the Government of 
the United States could not par- 
ticipate fufther in German relief 
but that his Government was will- 
ing to submit the question to 
American banks. 

The amount of the credits to be 
extended to Germany was not dis- 
cussed and apparently the issue of 
political guarantees imposed by 
France also did not enter the con- 
versations. This does not mean, 
however, that the political issues 
have been forgotten, it was pointed 
out. Undoubtedly they will be dis- 
cussed with Chancellor Bruening 
and Foreign Minister Curtius when 
they get here from Berlin. It is 
expected they will confey first 
with the French and later attend a 
general meeting with representa- 
tives of the other nations. 

Want Favorable Atmosphere. 

The delegates are understood to 
be concerned as to whether Ger- 
many formally can express a de- 
sire for assistance from the French 
Government, which it is said she 
has not done. The French condi-

Gus Buselaki Shot Down 
and Two Women Wound- 
ed at His Gasoline Filling 
Station. 


LEADER OF SECEDING. 
GROUP OF DRIVERS 


Slayers Escape in Machine 
From Twentieth and 
Washington With Patrol- 
man Firing at Them. 


Gus Buselaki, friend and coun- 
Selor of a group which seceded 
from the service car drivers’ un- 
ion three weeks ago and formed 
an independent organization,. was 
shot to death by a machine-gun- 
ner at 12:50 a. m. today as he 
stood in the doorway of his filling 
station at the southeast corner of 
Twentieth street and Washington 
avenue. 

Two women, in a group of ten 
persons at the station, were slight- 
ly wounded. They declared, as did 
seven men who witnessed the 
shooting, that they could not 
identify the murderer or even tell 
how many men were with him in 


the automobile from which he 
fired. 
Members of Buselaki’s family 


and police believe the assassination 
grew out of the service car drivers’ 
dispute. Buselaki, who had been 
picked up about 20 times for police 
questioning, had many friends who 
were gangsters, but he himself 
was not classified by police as a 
hoodlum. 
Ready to Go Home. 

Buselaki had just announced 
that he was going home when he 
was shot down. During the pre- 
ceding few moments he had been 
chatting in the station building 
with Mr. and Mrs. James Mercurio 
of 1318 Blair avenue; Sam Aiello 
and Frank Sansone, service car 
drivers, and Miss Josephine Linder, 
39, of 2103 Olive street, who had 
dropped in at the place a short 
lime before. 

“Tt was about 12:50 when Gus 
got up from his chair and said he 
was going home,” Mercurio told 
the police. ‘“‘He put on his coat 
and hat and started for the door. 
I wasn't watching him closely, but 
all of « sudden I heard a lot of 
shots. 

“There’s only one thing to do in 
a case like that and I: did it. TI 
dropped to the floor and pulled my 
wife down beside me. There were 
more shots and once she got up, 
but I pulled her down again. Later 
I found she was trying to get to 
Buselaki. He had fallen on the 
floor and was lying there. 

“After a few seconds the firing 
stopped and we all got up. Gus 
had been shot once in the head. 
The bullet had gone right through 
his straw hat and another one had 
hit him in the arm. You could see 
he was dead.”’ 

Policeman Fires at Car. 

Frank Sipp, 19-year-old gasoline 
pump attendant, who was waiting 
on a customer outside at the time, 
told policemen he noticed a large 
dark car, probably a Buick, pull 
into the station a few seconds be- 
fore the firing began. 

Patrolman Joseph Dunn was on 
St. Charles street, a short block 
south of the station, when he heard 
the firing. 

The murderers pulled out of the 
station into Twentieth street, head- 
ed northward and were a block 
from Dunn when Pat Levin, a city 
fireman, shouted to the policeman 
that they were escaping. Dunn 
fired two shots at the car, then a 
block and .a half away. 

When the policeman got to the 
filling station hée found Buselaki in 
the doorway dead. Miss Linder was 
taken to City Hospital where it 
was found four bullets had grazed 
the abdomen. A single bullet had 
inflicted a similar wound-.on Mrs. 
Mercurio. . 

“That Red Head Responsible.” 

On the way to the hospital, po- 
licemen reported, Mrs. Mercurio 
cried out, “That red head is respon. 
sible for this.’”” She refused to say 
whom she meant, but on the 
strength of her remark an order 
was issued for the arrest of a red- 
headed gangster said to be operat- 
ing as a racketeer and “muscle 
man” in St. Louis. 

Mercurio and his wife were or- 
dered held as witnesses in the case, 
along with Aiello, 2 cousin of the 
notorious Aiello brothers of Chi- 
cago; Sansone, Sipp, the attendant: 
Miss Linder and the following, who 
were outside the station with Sipp: 
Tony Reuda, 21, of 1829 O'Fallon 
street; Edward Trust, 21, of 1711 
Biddle street, and Harold Ross, 21, 
of 38502 North Twentvy-second 
street. All the men except Sipp. 
the attendant, and Mercurio, a fruil 
merchant, are service-car drivers.

GRAND BANK LOOT 
INVESTIGATION BY 
BAR BLAMES NONE 


Case of Lemon Who Re- 
covered Plunder Dropped 
When He Died, Executive 
Committee Reports. 


The Executive Committee of the 
St. Louis Bar Association, which 
has had under consideration the 
coonduct of attorneys figuring in 
the return of $¥822,000 stolen bonds 
to the Grand National Bank, yes- 
terday concluded its inquiry with 
the issuance of this statement: 

The Executive Committee of 
the Bar Association of St. Louis 
has had under consideration for 
several months the matter of the 
conduct of lawyers in connection 
with the return of stolen bonds 
to the Grand National Bank. The 
names of two lawyers were con- 
nected with some phases of the 
tranactions, to-wit, Joseph L. 
Lemon and Edward W. Foristel. 

On the third day of July, 1931, 
while the matter was still under 
consideration by the committee, 
Mr. Joseph L. Lemon died. Upon 
Mr. Lemon’s death the commit- 
tee ceased consideration of the 
matter insofar as his cunduct 
was concerned. 

As to the conduct of Mr. Ed- 
ward W. Foristel, the committee 
is of the opinion that under the 
evidence taken by the associa- 
tion’s Committée on Grievances, 
as well as thee additional testi- 


mony taken by the Executive 
Committee, no basis has been 
Shown for the _ association to 


make any charge of unprofes- 
sional conduct against Mr. For- 
istel. 

The Grievance Committee’s re- 
port was submitted to the Execu- 
tive Committee May 1, and the 
Executive Committee held meetings 
and took testimony supplementire 
that taken by the Grievance Com- 
mittee. Earl W. Nelson was chair- 
man of the Grievance Committee. 
Since the Grievance Committee 
reported, John.S. Leahy succeeded 
Edward J. McCullen as president 
of the association. 

Lemon Refused to Talk. 

The Grievance Committee su:n- 
moned Lemon, who appeared be- 
fore the committee, but refused to 
make any statement as to the per- 
son with whom he dealt, or any 
phase of the transaction in which 
he, as intermediary, recovered the 
stolen bonds by payment of $125,- 
000, an additional $15,000 being his 
fee. He had previously refused to 
testify before the grand jury, on 
the ground that his testimony 
would tend to incriminate him. He 
was suffering at the time from the 


illness which later caused his 
death. 
Foristel, who said he was ap- 


proached by underworld negotia- 
tors by telephone, last fall, and 
who suggested Lemon as the per- 
son to handle the matter, made a 
statement to the Bar Association 
investigators. Foristel is a mem- 
ber of the Bar Association; Lem- 
on was not a nrember. The asso- 
ciation has power to move for dis- 
barment of any lawyer, whether of 
its membership or not, whom it 
holds to be guilty of unethical 
practices. 

To Consider Ethical Questions. 

While the matter was before the 
Executive Committee, steps were 
taken by the Missouri Bar Asso- 
ciation for an inquiry into ques- 
tions raised by. the Grand Bank 
episode. The presidents and other 
officers of several city, county and 
judicial circuit bar associations out- 
side St. Louis asked that a special 
meeting be held, in advance of the 
Missouri Bar Association conven- 
tion in St. Louis Oct. 2-3, to con- 
sider several points of ethics and 
practice. 

It was announced that the meet- 
ing would be called for Oct. 1, at 
Hotel Statler, Its purpose is not 
to deal with individual cases, but 
to lay down fules of future prac- 
tice; hence the death of Lemon 
probably will not prevent consider- 
ation of the questions raised by his 
conduct. One of the questions re- 
lates to the standing of a lawyer 
who refuses to testify in a disbar- 
ment proceeding against himself. 
This question was raised by Lem- 
on’s refusal to make a statement 
to the St. Louis Bar Association 
committee. Another question to 
come before the State conference 
is whether a fund should be es- 
tablished to employ counsel to in- 
stitute and prosecute disbarment 
proceedings.

PLANES COLLIDE IN AR: 
4 ARMY FLYERS KILLED 


Major, Captain, Lieutenant and 
Cadet Victims of Brooks 
Field Crash. 


By the Associated Press. 

SAN ANTONIO, Tex., July 16.— 
Three officers and one flying cadet 
were killed four miles south of 
Brooks Field today when the two 
planes in which they were riding 
collided in the air. 

All four were on duty at Brooks 
Field. They were Major Charles V. 
Hart, flight surgeon and “pilot; 
Capt. Carlos J. Chamberlain, New 
York City; Second Lieut. K. Aus- 


tin Rogers, flying instructor, and 
Cadet Endicott Longacre. 

The two planes, piloted by Hart 
and Rogers, were flying at an alti- 
tude of 300 or 400 feet when they 
crashed and plunged to the ground. 
the accident was seen by other 
pilots, who landed and called an 
ambulance. 

Hart was one of the few flight 
surgeons in the air corps holding a 
pilot’s rating and was one of the 
pioneers in flight surgery. Cham- 
berlain was flying with Hart in 
training to become a flight surgeon. 
wnamberlain was a member of the 
New York National Guard. 

Rogers was a flying instructor 
at the primary flying school and 
was giving a flying lesson to Long- 
acre at the time of the crash. Long- 
acre was the son of Capt. Longacre 
of the Quarternfaster Corps.

Fig ms named included the White 
Sar Cunard, Canadian Pacific, 
United States Lines, Hamburxg- 
Amerika Lines, Nord-Deutsclhier 
Lloyd and the Compagnie Gen- 
erale Transatilantique. The cancel- 
lations, the department said, are 
“a result of the reduction in in- 
comes of those who normally could 
afford luxury voyages.”

100,000 AWAIT 
THEM AT FIELD 


Neither Capt. Alexander 
Magyar Nor Capt. George 
Endres Is Injured but 
Propeller of Their Ship 
Is Broken.

BUDAPEST, Hungary, July 16. 
—Capt. Alexander Magyar and 
Capt. George Endres the trans- 
Atlantic ee for 
Hungary, made a forced landing 
20 miles outside of Budapest to< 
night. 

They came down as the last drop 
of gasoine was exhausted, 

Neither was hurt although the 
plane was damaged. 

The flyers crawled out at the 
end of their spectacular 3200-mile@ 
flight grinning broadly. 

A few minutes before they land- 
ed the plane roared over the city, 
turned and circled before heading 
in the direction of the airport. 

It seemed as if the whole city of 
Budapest raised its voice in a great 


roaring cheer as the ship circled 


over the city just before it came 
down. ‘Thousands who had been 
waiting for hours for its, arrival 
were perched on roof tops, jammed 
in the streets and craning out of 
windows as the ship passed over. 

Circling City Spoiled Landing. 

It was those few minutes of cire 
cling over the city which cost the 
flyers the glory of bringing their 
ship down on Malyasfold airfield, 
but even so theirs was the first 
flight since Lindbergh's passage to 
Paris in which the pilots set a defie 
nite goal for themselves and came 
so close to hitting it. 

The field in which they landed 
was just large enough to give them 
room to bring down their plane, 

They were forced down near the 
little village of Bicske at a little 
after 7:30 p. m. 
Louis time). In just a little morvé 
than 26 hours they had covered 
the 3239 miles between Harbor 
Grace, where they took off (at 16 
a. m St. Louis time) Wednesday 
morning, and Budapest, averaging 
135 miles an hour. 


A signal man watching on the 
Southern Railway saw the airplane 
land near his signal box at 7:40 p, 
m. (12:40 p. m. St. Louis time). 
Capt. Magyar stepped out and 
asked uermission to use’the tele- 
phone to communicate with the 
Aero Club of Budapest and give 
notice that his propeller had been 
broken. 

Magyar and Endres then drove 
to the airport by automobile. 

The mishap damped somewhat 
the spirits of the watchers at the 
field, but the welcume accorded 
the flyers when they arrived was 
tremefadous, nevertheless.

Because He Could Not 
Grant Favors to Politi- 
cians, Prosecutor Says. . 


REPUBLICAN CHIEFS 


OPPOSED HIM! 


New Official Will Move 
Headquarters of Office 
From East St. Louis to 
His Home City. 


Harold G. Baker of East St. 
Louis, who will be supplanted as 
United States Attorney for the 
Eastern District of Hlinois by Paul 
F. Jones of Danville, said today 
“certain Republican factional lead- 
ers in Southern Illinots’” who 
sought favors which he could not 
conscientiously grant, were respon- 
gible for his failure to be reap- 
pointed. 

Jones was appointed yesterday 


‘by President Hoover and will take 


office Aug. 1. . 

The politicians referred to, Baker 
said in a formal statement, bitterly 
opposed his application for reap- 
pointment “because of my refusal 
to grant their requests when I felt 
it my sworn duty to refuse to do 
as they desired.” 

“Evidently,” the statement con- 
tinued, “these gentlemen have been 
successful in convincing thoS8e con- 
trolling and possessing the power 
of appointment that I should be 
supplanted. | 

“I have held the office of United 
States Attorney for the Eastern 
District of Illinois for the past five 
years. At the time of my appoint- 
ment the confidence of citizens of 
this district of the Federal Court 
was shaken by exposures which 
had appeared in the public press 
and by acts and practices of cer- 
tain of its officials. During my 
tenure of office I have at all times 
attempted to the best of my abil- 
ity to prosecute vigorously all vio- 
lations of Federal statutes in this 
district without regard for the dic- 
tates of political or other pressure 
and influence and have, with the 
«o0-operation of my assistants and 
other court officials, attempted to 
restore the confidence of the pub- 
lic in the administration of justice | 
in the Federal courts of this dis- 
trict. 

Headquarters to Be Moved. 

“Whether we have succeeded in 
this is for the public to determine. 

“I shall leave the office with the 
consciousness that I have endeav- 
ored to be a faithful officer and 
servant of the Government and of 
the people of this district. To all 
those who have in any manner 
aided me in carrying on the work 
I wish to express my thanks and 
appreciation of their efforts. To 
my successor in office I extend best 
wishes for a successful administra- 
tion.” 

Jones will continue to live at 
Danville, transferring headquarters 
of the office there from East S&t. 
Louls. Jones has chosen his firsi 
two assistants and expects their 
appointments will be~ confirmed 
within a few days. 

Jones, a law partner of Walter 
f:rant, Referee in Bankruptcy for 
the Eastern Illinois District, has 
been a member of the bar since 
1922, when he was graduated from 
the University of Michigan. He was 
Assistant State's Attorney for Ver- 
milion County, Ill., in 1922 and 
1923, and has served as City Attor- 
ney of Danville. For the last eight 
vears he has been in private prac- 
tice. 

The new District Attorney is mar 
ried and has one son. He has been 
actite in the American Legion and 
is chairman of the Republican Cen- 
tral Committee of Vermilion Coun- 
ty. 

Will Open Law Office. 

Baker, after his retirement, plans 
to open a law office in East St 
louis with his assistant, Ralpb 
Leseman. During the five years he 
was in office he earned a reputa- 
tion as a vigorous and competent 
prosecutor. He made particularly 
effective use of the laws concern- 
ing conspiracy to violate the prohi- 
bition act and was successful in 
breaking up several large liquor 
rings. ; 

Baker was appointed District 
Attorney in July, 1926, through the 
efforts of Senator Charles S. De- 
neen, who was defeated for re- 
nomination last year by Mrs. Ruth 
Hanna McCormick. It was _re- 
garded as likely that he would not 
be reappointed because of opposi- 
tion on the part of Senator Otis F. 
Glenn. Delay in choosing his suc- 
cessor resulted from inabil of 
Illinois political leaders to agree 
upon a candidate. 

Baker's annual report, made 
public this month, contained a re- 
capitulation of his record for five 
years in office, showing that con- 
victions were obtained in 94.6 per 
cent of the criminal cases insti- 
tuted,

selaki was one of the founders of 
the St. Louis Service Car Drivers’ 
Association several years ago. Later 
the United Service Car Drivers’ As- 
sociation became strong and ab- 
sorbed the first group. ° 

Three weeks ago 25 of the 65 
members of the United seceded, 
and under Buselaki’s sponsorship 
re-formed the St. Louis Service Car 
Drivers’ Association. This organi- 
zation had its headquarters in 
Buselaki’s station. Its members 
bought oil, and gasoline there, 
Buselaki advised them and some- 
times actively assisted them in 
paying off notes on their automo- 
biles and meeting other problems, 

Once Feared Leo Brothers. . 

Once before it had been ru- 
mored that Buselaki was likely to 
be the object of an assassination. 
That was in 1929 when the notori- 
ous Leo Brothers, now under pen- 
itentiary sentence for the murder 
of Jake Lingle, Chicago reporter, 
was seeking to “muscle in” on the 
service car unions here. 

Brothers killed John DeBlasi, a 
seryice car driver, stopping him in 
an alley near Delmar and Kings- 
highway boulevards on Aug. 2, 
1929, and shooting him down while 
a companion of DeBlasi looked on. 
Later the companion named 
Brothers, whom he knew, as the 
slayer. 

A few days later policemen 
raided Buselaki’s filling station 
and found there a shotgun, shells 
and two revolvers. This was ac- 
cepted as confirming the rumor 
Buselaki feared violence at the 
hands of the hoodlum, Brothers. 

Buselaki was 38 years old, the 
American-born son of Italian par- 
ents. From his earnings as a shoe 
factory worker he saved enough 
to go into business for himseif 12 
years ago. He resided at 7030 Clay- 
ton avenue with his wife in a house 
he had built : ‘en years ago. 

He was one of six brothers. One, 
Joe, who formerly operated a fill- 
ing station at Sixth and Wash 
streets, had the misfortune of de- 
veloping a substantial gasoline and 
oil business among Italian gang- 
sters. Here gangsters were wont to 
congregate, leave tlueir weapons 
and otherwise make themselves at 
home with the result that Joe 
Buselaki fell’ into disrepute not 
only with the police but with rival 
gangsters. He was fired upcn on 
one occasion. His filling station was 
armored. In 1926 he told police- 
men he had worn a bullet-proof 
vest and lived in fear of his life 
for more than two years preceding.

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MAGYAR TRAINED HERE 


EXCELLENT NAVIGATOR 


But Rated as Only Average 
Flyer by Teachers at 
Parks Air College. 


Capt. Alexander Wilczek Magyar. 
who with Capt. George eéndres to- 
day completed a 3200-mile trans- 


: - attantte flight from Harbor Grace 


to Budapest in the J ustice-for-Hun- 
gary monoplane, was rated as “an 
average pilot in flying ability,” 


with especially good grades in navi- 
gation and meteorology at the com- 
pletion of a three months’ course at 
Parks Air College, near East St. 
Louis, last summer. 

Magyar, a former Lieutenant in 
the Austrian Flying Corps, began 
a three-months course at the col- 
lege on April 18, 1930, to brush 
up on navigation and .the handling 
of sptedy American made planes. 
He trained in the same type of 
ship in which he made his suc- 
cessful flight. 

Upon completion of his course 
he had attained 60 hours of actual 
flying time and qualified for a 
commercial pilot’s license. He took 
his special course in navigation un- 
der Norman O. Anderson, ground 
school instructor at the college and 
a former navy officer. 

Magyar told Anderson he desired 


‘to take additional courses in navi- 


gation and the instructor referred 
him to John Geppert, 5413 Bartmer 
avenue, who gave him special les- 
sons in nautical astronomy contin- 
uing until last fall. Geppert, a 
Lieutenant in the Naval Reserve. is 
navigational officer of the Navai 
Reserve Squadron here. 

Geppert presented him with a 
treatise issued by the Hydrographic 
Office, costing 75 cents, and a 156- 
cent nautical almanac, and said to- 
day he believed he used them on 
the trans-Atlantic flight. 

From bulletins of the flight, Gep- 
pert said Magyar evidently flew 
what is known as “the Rhund-line 
course” acting on a decision made 
at his home last fall while plans 
for the flight were being discussed. 

This course, Geppert said, enables 
the navigator to sight his double 
Sextant set on the North. Star, 
‘which is 49 degrees, and check ona 
flight from Newfoundland to Brest, 
France. Both Newfoundland and 
Brest are at 49 degrees north lati- 
tude, Geppert explained. While this 
course is 65 miles further than the 
alternate route (the Great Circle 
Course, in which the pilot goes fur- 
ther north) it is simpler to f¥y and 
there is less danger of going off 
the course, he said. 

The Hungarian flyer wired Gep- 
pert concerning a navigation prob- 
lem two months ago. 

Harvey Parks, assistant chief fly- 
ing instructor at the college, noted 
on Magyar’s record that when he 
enrolled for the course despite 
1000 hours’ previous foreign fly- 
ing experience he was “not as good 
as the average American pilot” 
when he first started flying the 
American ship, but he improved 
rapidly.

Will Put Conditions of Aid Up to 
German Leaders. 
By the Associated Press. 

LONDON, July 16.--Germany’s 
perilous financial situation today 
moved the world Powers to make 
radical changes in plans for a 
Series of international conferences 
and statesmen of seven nations are 
to meet in London. on Monday on 
invitation of the Foreign Office to 
evolve a plan of extending speedy 
assistance to Berlin. 


Prime Minister Ramsay Mac- 
Donald has cancelled a trip to 
Berlin »hich he and Arthur Hen- 
derson, the British Foreign Secre- 
tary, Frere to have made tomor- 
row. “ Henderson, who now is in 
Paris, will stay there for the im- 
portant meetings to be held tomor- 
row, and will return to ‘London 
with representatives of the other 
nations who will attend Monday’s 
meeting here. 

At that meeting will be Secretary 
of State Stimson, for the United 
States, Dino Grandi for Italy and 
representatives of Belgium and 
Japan as well as Great. Britain, 
France and Germany. 

The status of the Young plan 
experts’ meeting on details of the 
Hoover plan is somewhat uncer- 
tain now since events have fol- 
lowed one another with such ra- 
pidity. Originally it was to have 
conducted its negotiations prior to 
a meeting of political representa- 
tives of the nations concerned. 

As explained unofficlally but in 
authoritative quarters, the  signi- 
ficance of these sudden changes is 
that Germany's situation is regard- 
ed as so serious immediate and 
drastic action by all the nations 
concerned is imperative. 

London Preferred to Paris. 

It is assumed that when the 
Ministers gather here they will put 
up to Germany the conditions un- 
der which the other nations are 
ready to give her help. It is felt 
the German representatives would 
consider London a more desirable 
place than Paris in which to make 
Such concessions as may be neces- 
sary. The political opposition at 
home probably would make cap- 
ital of any surrender, particularly 
es Paris. 
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When Prime Minister MacDonald

German Finance Minister’s State- 
ment to Wall Street.

NEW YORK, July 16.—Dr. Her? 
man Dietrich, German Finance Min- 
ister, said today in a statement 
through Dillon, Read & Co., that in 
agreement with the Reichsbank he 
considered it “a matter of course 
to make interest and sinking-fund 
payments on long-term loans of 
German debts.” 

The statement represented the 
official answer of Germany’s fi- 
nance ministry to press reports 
that the Reich conemplated de- 
claring a moratorium on debts 
represented by external bond is- 
sues, including municipal, state, 
industry and utility loans, of which 
large amounts are held in this 
country. 

In connection with the state- 
ment, it was emphasized that Ger- 
many’s current difficulties were. due 
chiefly to sudden and substantial 
withdrawals of short term credits 
in large volume, a movement 
which, coming suddenly, offered a 
serious problem. Dr. Dietrich said, 
however, that efforts were being 
made to find a basis for a settle- 
ment of these credits. 

The statement was regarded as 
highly significant in Wall Street.

ments might include interest on 
external loans, loans of industrial 
corporations, if not Government 
loans. It was emphasized that the 
Finance Minister's statement used 
the general classification of “Ger- 
man debtors,” thus including in- 
dustrial, public utilxy and munici- 
pal loans, as well as external loans 
of the German Government. 

Wall Street bankers explained 
that, while the statement could 
scarcely be interpreted as guaran- 
teeing the loans of private Ger- 
man borrowesr, it at least in- 
dicated that the Government would 
make available the means of the 
transfer of. payments, despite the 
acute banking situation. 


Crisis Causes Run on German 
Banks in Istanbul. 
ISTANBUL, Turkey, July 16.— 
The German 
caused a run on German banks in 
Istanbul, the public drawing out 
3,500,000 Turkish liras (nominally 
about $15,000,000) during the last 
few days. Directors said the banks 
were able to handle the situation 
and enjoined the public to remain 
calm. : 
The Turkish market was af- 
fected by the holding up of Turk- 
ish nut exportations to Germany.

St. Louis time, the plane 
gave its position to the stéamship 
Kennebec as 700 miles west of 
Fastnet, Ireland. All was well. 

The steamship Stavangerforjd 
received a radio message from the 
plane at 5 p. m. 


No Record Established; Lindbergh 
and Others Flew Farther. 
By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, July 16.—Alexan- 
der Magyar and George Endres had 
no chance of establishing any dis- 
tance record on their flight. They 
sacrifieed any they might have had 
in favor of the advantages of a 
halt at Harbor Grace for refueling 
and checking their engine. 

The great circle course from 
Harbor Grace to Budapest, the 
Navy hydrographic office reports, 
is 3239 miles, 

Lindbergh, flying from New York 
to Paris without a stop in New- 
foundland, covered a distance of 
3610 miles. Admiral Richard E. 
Byrd flew 3477 miles on his At- 
lantic flight. Clarence D. Cham- 
berlin flew 3905 miles. 

Had Magyar and Endres flown 
nonstop from New York to Buda- 
pest, they would have covered 
4300 miles. But even so they 
would not have established a 
straight-line flight record, as Dieu- 
donne Coste and Maurice Bellonte 
flew 4901 miles from France to 
China.

COMMUNIST RIOTS IN 
GERMANY: ONE KILLEL 


Demonstrations Aimed Chiefly 
Against Any Reduction 
in the Dole. 


By the Associated Press. . 
BERLIN, July 16.—Communist 


riots occurred in several cities in 
Germany last night while Finance 
Minister Dietrich was making a 
radio address advising the Ger- 
man people to use’ “common 


sense.” One fatality from the riot- 
ing was réportéd. The demon- 
stratigns were widespread and di- 
rected largely against a reduction 
of the dole. - 

In Leipzic the Communists fired 
upon a police lorry. In a succeed- 
ing demonstration in which the po- 
lice used bjackjacks, 26 persons 
were arrested.

In 
Altona police were attackgd with 
stones and knives when radicals 
repelled their advance and had to 
use their pistols. There were no 
casualties. 

Disorders during which two po- 
licemen were injured and 70 per- 
sons were arrested occurred in Co- 
blenz. The police were pelted with 
bottles and stones and shots were 
fired at them from upper windows. 
The old part of the city, where 
street lamps were smashed by the 
mob, was shut off by the police, 
who made a hdéuse-to-house search 
for the rioters.

CONFESSES PART 
IN THE SLAYING OF 
DEPUTY IN 1930 


Howard E. Hall Admits 
Trying to Hold Up Of. 
ficers—His Companion 
Killed at Time. 


Howard E. Hall, 25-year-old for- 
mer worker in a Pine street chili 
parlor, last night confessed to his 
part in the slaying of Deputy 
Sheriff William Goericke on a St. 
Louis County road the night of 


His confession ended a 15 
months’ search for one of two men 
who attempted to hold up 
Goericke and Chief Deputy Sher- 
iff Arnold Willman, on Craig road 
near Olive Street road. One of the 
holdup mefi, George Vaughn, a 
52-year-old iron worker, was 
killed, and the woman who iden- 
tified his body gave the Sheriff’s 
office the name of Hall as his 
companion. 

A total of $800 in réwards was 
posted and circulars describing 
Hall sent out to police over the 
country. Last Monday night de- 
tectives in Detroit, acting on in- 
formation from St. Louis, arrested 
Hall and held him for St. Louis 
County authorities. Hall was re- 
turned to St. Louis yesterday by 
airplane in- company with a Dep- 
uty Sheriff. 

Bullet Wounds His Undoing,

During the last four years, 50 
miles of telegrapn and telephone 
lines of the Police and Fire De- 
partments have been changed from 
overhead to underground routings, 
and 15 more miles will be placed 
underground this year, Andrew J.

Governor General.Says Nation Has Fallen Be- 
hind Competitors—Sultan of Sulu 
Chosen Senator. 


By the Associated Press. 

MANILA, July 16.—The insular 
legislature convened today and 
heard Governor-General Dwight ¥. 
Davis urge the people of the is- 
lands to turn their efforts from po- 
litical to economic problems. 

Manuel Quezon was re-elected 
president of the Senate and Senator 
Sergio Osmena was named presi- 
dent pro tempore to act during 
wuezon’s absence. Manuel Koxas 
was re-elected Speaker of the 
House. 


The Governor-General advocated 
the repeal of antitrust laws, private 
ownership of communications, gov- 
ernmental economy, crop diversifi- 
cation and scientific agricultural 
methods as a means of getting the 
Philippines on the road to commer- 
cial freedom. 


“For 30 years,”’ he said, “politics, 
not economics, has held the public 
attention. In our present critical 
condition economics must dominate 


politics. 


“Our neighborong competitors 
have pursued this policy. Today 
they have advanced so far beyond 
us in economic development that 
even with concentrated effort many 
years must pass befote we can hope 
to equal them. 


“As a result, we are today inca- 
pable of competing in the world 


markets. A continuation of this’ 


ycondition will ultimately result in 


untold misery.”’ 

The Governor-General appointed 
Jamalu} Kiram, the Sultan of Sulu, 
to be a member of the Insular Sen- 
ate representing the. Mohamme- 
dan population of the Philippine 
Islands. Although.Jamalul Kiram 
is titular head of the Mohamme- 
dans of the Sulu archipelago and 
British North Borneo, this is the 
first Political position he ever has 
held under the Philip; ine Govern- 
ment. He is the last occupant of 
a throne reputed to be 600 years 
old and the last member of a 300- 
year-old dynasty. 

Time was when Jamalul Kiram 
had many wives—believed to have 
numbered about 50, although the 
exact total is not known—but now 
he has only two or three. 

He ascended the throne about 
50 years ago, at the age of 16. At 
that time he had temporary pow- 
ers, which later were ceded to the 
British in Borneo and to the 
Americans in the Philippines. He 
still has the right, however, to col- 
lect fees for Moro religious serv- 
ices. 

Governor-General Davis also ap- 
pointed as a Senator Ludovico 
Hidrosollo, chief of the Bureau of 
non-Christian Tribes, who at pres- 
ent is visiting the United States.

Publie Service Commission here 
yesterday to learn what steps the 
city might take, under the law, to 
require the Missouri Power and 
Light Co. to substitute natural gas 
for artificial gas, without giving the 
company the 29-year franchise it 
has asked as condition of the 
change.

franchise. 

The company has installed nat- 
ural gas service in several Missouri 
towns, buying the gas from the 
Panhandle Eastern Pipe Line Co. 
The Mexico officials said the Mis- 
souri Power & Light Co. had of- 
fered to furnish natural gas in 
Mexico at rates somewhat lower 
than the present rates for artifi- 
cial gas, if the city would give the 
company a new 20-year franchise.

Money covering interest for July 
will be deposited in local banks 
instead in order to help the gold 
exchange situation. 

The action affects thousands of 


holders of Chilean bonds, mainly in 
the United States and England, 
who must await temporarily thse 
payment of interest. Whether the 
suspension of payment will continue 
after Aug. 1 depends entirely on 
local and world economic condi- 
tions. 

Depositing locally means that 
money for payment of coupons will 
be earmarked for that future pur- 
pose and held in trust. It was ine 
terpreted as a gesture of sincerity 
to show that the nation will pay 
the interest as soon as it becomes 
possible.

Te eh ual oanaen It has been truly said that virtually all prog- 
ress in political science has been made in times of 
adversity. When the times are, to use the picturesque 
phrase of Shakspeare, out of joint, the people inter- 
est themselves in the political causes of the disorder.

It was the business depression, not the Grundy tariff 
or Mr. Hoover's failure to realize that as the great 
creditor nation the United States must assume leader- 
ship in an otherwise leaderless world, that gave the 
Democrats their great gains at the polls last Novem- 
ber.

At the time the unified court was 
opened. April 20, 1920, the city had a 
population of 993,678. It had more than 
doubled in 10 years. Felony, ordinance 
and condemnation jurisdiction was vested 
in the Recorder’s Court, of two judges. Mis- 
demeanor jurisdiction was in three Police 
Courts, independent and unsupervised. By 
1920 crime, both organized and sporadic, 
had a good start. Even with efficient 
Judges, these four separate tribunals could 
not have stemmed the tide. There were 
2200 untried felony cases on the Recorder’s 
court docket. Those convicted of misde- 
meanor had only to appeal to gain months 
of delay, and usually escape. Those bound 
over on felony charges had only to give 
bail and enjoy like advantages. The sys- 
tem as a whole lent itself perfectly to the 
interest of crime and dirty politics.

The 1919 Legislature was induced to 
enact a law merging the police courts with 
the Recorder’s Court, which thus became 
the one &nd only tribunal in its field. There 
whs no precedent for- this, but sufficient 
sound political theory and principle. While 
the bench was not unanimous, the more am- 
bitious Judges organized the court and sys- 
tematized its work as had never before 
been done in any criminal court. While 
the more than 2000 pending felony cases 
were being disposed of, most of the Judges 
worked evenings, often making a  day’s 
work 16 hours. But it wag only a few 
weeks until the work consisted wholly of 
fresh cases. 

This is the way the State vindicated its 
rights in felony cases: Prisoners were ar- 
raigned in the morning. Most of them 
waived examination, sinu> a guilty person 
could gain no advantage from that source. 
Those waiving examination were arraigned 
on information in the afternoon in the 
branch where Presiding Judge Keidan was 
trying felony cases. Those who pleaded 
guilty were sentenced before the court rose, 
and the day for trial was set, seldom later 
than 10 days, for the others. If there was 
any change in the nature of the charge, this 
was done by the court, and not by nego- 
tiation between prosecutor and defendant's 
counsel, which is still assumed to be the 
only method in other cities, and which has 
been considered one of the most evil, but 
unescapable, features of criminal justice. 

Misdemeanor cases were disposed of day 
by day, allowing time where needed for the 
defense. The court was always ready. 
Counsel carefully chosen were appointed to 
defend indigent persons, and were paid by 
the county. Promptness of trial, and espe- 
cially in the new night court, enabled many 
respondents to forego bail and to escape 
the clutches of lawyers seeking business in 
the court house. 

Take the trials of holdup men—robbery 
with a weapon. Before five months had 
elapsed, 51 holdup men were tried and there 
were 50 convictions. These trials were so 


weapon concealed, with a sentence of two 
years.

The amazing speeding up of business 
could not conceivably have been effected 
by co-operation of two distinct courts even 
if they had possessed the same ambitious 
Judges who made this record. The time 
formerly wasted in transferring a case from 
one court to another is revealed in figures 
on the time between the holding of exam- 
ination and the arraignment on information. 
In 1919 the percentage of cases thus 
brought to the trial court by the end of the 
fifth week was 58, and in 1920 it was 89. 
In cases in which examination was waived, 
the new court naturally showed to advan- 
tage. In 1920 the percentage of felony 
cases brought to hearing within one week 
after first arraignment was 13; in the fol- 
lowing year it was 898. 

Great credit is due the police of Detroit. 
We cannot distribute the credit, but we 
know that in 1921 there was a reduction 
of major crimes (homicide omitted) of 58 
per cent over the preceding year and over 
the average for five preceding years. 

During 1930 the Judges of the Recorder's 
Court showed a strong trend toward co- 
ordinated action. They set out to clean 
up their dockets and accomplished a good 
deal. There was a reduction in warrants is- 
sued in felony cases from 7918 in 1829 to 
5735, and in misdemeanor cases from 26,- 
529 to 18,041. This reduction, together 
with better work, resulted in the disposal of 
7890 felony cases in 1930 as against 5650 
in the preceding year. And the court was 
proud to be able to report on Jan. 1 that 
less than 200 active felony cases were on 
the docket.

Ap- 
proval of bonds is entirely in the hands of 
the clerk and no bond is to be approved 
without a certificate of ownership, incum- 
brances, assessed valuation, other bonds on 
the same property and unpaid forfeitures. 
There appears at first to be insuperable 
difficulty in securing such certificates 
Promptly and at a reasonable cost, but these 
difficulties have been surmounted. This 
system should go far to make a bond a 
genuine liability and to put professional 
bondsmen, of doubtful character, entirely 
out of business. 

An ordinance was then drafted and 
adopted by the City Council making it a 
misdemeanor to loiter “for the purpose of 
soliciting the services of a bondsman or 
lawyer” and a special deputy superintendent 
of police was assigned to enforce the law.

CHRISTIAN ENDEAVOR 


In Radio Speech Urges Value 
of International Under- 
standing. 


By-the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, July 16.—Na- 
tional independence and interna- 
understanding were por- 
trayed as “not incompatible” ele- 
ments today by President Hoover 
in greeting delegates to the Inter- 
national Christian Endeavor Socie- 
ties. 

Speaking over the radio from the 
Cabinet room of the White House 
to the fiftieth anniversary conven- 
tion of the societies in San Fran- 
cisco, the President said: 

“From every state in the United 
States, from every Province of the 
Dominion of Canada, from Mexico 
and from a score of countries be- 
yond the seas you have assembled 
in San Francisco to celebrate the 
golden anniversary.of the Interna- 
tional Christian Endeavor Societies 
—an organization devoted to gold- 
en deeds and ideals. 

“The fiftieth anniversary of the 
International Christian ‘Endeavor 
Societies is a notable moment in 
your history. It is significant not 
only to you, but to the whole na- 
tion by reason of your past services 
and your potentialities for even 
greater usefulness in the future. 

“From an humble beginning in 
Portland, Me., in 1881, the Chris- 
tian Endeavor movement has be- 
come a world force for the promo- 
tion of spiritual advancement 
among our people. The 4,000,000 
members in more than 80,000 local 
units in 126 nations, dominions, 
states and island groups present an 
impressive force in"spiritual well- 
being of the world. 

‘Despite differences of language, 
tradition and custom, the youth of 
the world have found in the or- 
ganization a common ground for 
spiritual training and service to 
their church, community and coun- 
try. It represents the most endur- 
ing monument to the idealism, in- 
sight and organizing genius of its 
founder, the late Dr. Francis E. 
Clark. 

“The best index to its purposes 
and values are the principles it 
stands for. Its loyalties and ideals 
make for good citizenship, for 
character and religious faith. It 
recdgnizes that national independ- 
ence and international understand- 
ing are not incompatible. It, stands 
for international good will and 
world peace. It is a mighty force 
for sobriety, righteousness and re- 
spect for law, patriotism and spir- 
itual development in every, nation. 

“It is an appreciated privilege, 
in behalf of the nation, to greet 
the delegates from our land and 
other lands to the convention of 
the world’s Christian Endeavor Un- 
ion at the fiftieth mile post of this 
dynamic movement. I congratulate 
your on the achievements of a half 
century of practical idealism. You 
have before you even higher priv- 
ileges and opportunities to serve 
with the vigor, courage and ideal- 
ism of youth in the solution of 
myriads of problems of the future. 
Above all, yours is a mission of 
exemplifying the standards of in- 
dividual conduct which are the 
basis of national character. A bet- 
ter world is the mission of youth 
and it is your mission. |

‘There is a dual- 
ity in modern life which one might 
well call the conflict between art 
and mechanics. The task of the 
preacher and of the young Amer- 
ican Christian today is to recover 
the soul of art. We cannot develop 
a civilization that has lost its soul.’

made into the feasibility of estab- 
lishing a municipal gas system, but 
it had not been determined wheth- 
er such a system could obtain nat- 
ural gas. He said officials of the 
Missotri Power & Light Co. had 
told the city the pipe line company 
would not sell gas direct to a mu- 


nicipal system. A mass meeting 
will be held in Mexico to discuss 
the gas situation Friday, when 
there likely will be some discus- 
sion of a municipally owned plant. 
The rates for artificial gas in 
Mexico start at $1.85 a thousand 
cubic feet for the first 6000 cubic 
feet uged monthly. The next block 
is $1.66 a thousand for the next 
5000 eubic feet and $1.45 a thou- 
sand for the next 5000 cubic feet. 
Rates proposed by the company 
for natural gas, if the city granted 
the franchise, were 20 cents a hun- 
dred for the first 500 cubic feet, 12 
cents a hundred for the next 2500 
cubic feet and 50 cents a thousand 
for all over 3000 cubic feet used a 
month. The franchise negotiations 
have been pending several months. 
The Panhandle Eastern Pipe Line 
Co. has a main pipe line about a 
mile from the city limits of Mexico 
and has built a feeder main extend- 
ing to the present artificial gas 
plant in Mexico, but the main has 
not been connected up with the gas 
distribution system there. 


Fulton Test Case in Prospect. 


The city of Fulton has been :car- 
rying on negotiations for several 


. months with the Panhandle East- 


ern for natural gas for a proposed 


municipal distribution system and 
has in prospect a ‘test case which 
likely would settle the natural gas 
supply system for all Missouri 
towns near gas pipe lines. The 
Panhandle Eastern built a feeder 
line to the city limits of Fulton :.nd 
sought a franchise for a subsidiary 
company to distribute artificial gas 
in Fulton, which now has no gas 
system. The town declined to grant 
a franchise and last March voted 
a bond issue of $80,000 for estab- 
lishment of a municipal gas dis- 
tribution system. 

City officials were unable to get 
an agreement with the company 
to supply natural gas and were giv- 
en to understand it was not the 
policy of the company to sell gas to 
municipally-owned systems. Follow- 
ing an informal conference with 
the State Public Service Commis- 
sion last month, Fulton officials 
presented a formal demand upon 
the pipe line company for gas, in- 
dicating that if gas was not fur- 
nished the city would file a case 
before the commission seeking to 
compel the furnishing of service. 
The pipe line sompany then sug- 
gested a conferenc with~Fulton of- 
ficials, which is to be held soon. 

If such a test case is filed with 
the commission, it would involve 
the question of whether the gas pipe 
line companies are subject to regu- 
lation as public utilities. If the 
commission ruled they were, and 
was sustained in an appeal to the 
courts that inevitably would f 
low, the commission then would 
have power to crder the lines to 
furnish service to all applicants. 
The companies contend their »usi- 
ness is interstate commerce and 
not subject to State regulation. 

Recent court decisions tend to 
support the view that certain gas 
sales by such pipe lines within 


ithe State are intrastate in char- 
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acter and therefore subject to com- 
mission regulation. 

Rulings Favor Intrastate View. 

In most instances natural gas 
sold from the pipe lines in Missouri 
distributed within towns by sub- 
sidiaries of the pipe line companies, 
or by privately owned utilities hold- 
ing contracts with the pipe line 
companies. The distributing com- 
panies theoretically are under con- 
trol of the Commission, as to rates, 
but in effect the Commission has 
not had actual control of the gas 
rates because the pipe line compa- 
nies'fixed their own rates for gas 
delivered at the city gate to the 
distributing company. | 

A test case instituted by the com- 
mission against the Cities Service 
Gas Co., a pipe line company owned 
by the Doherty interests, to deter- 
mine if the commission had power 
to regulate the activities of the 
company and to require it to file 
rate schedules, is pending for de- 
cisian by the commission. Evi- 
dence in this case showed the pipe 
line company sold to distributing 
companies at 40 cents a thousand 
cubic feet, but sold to large indus- 
ttrial. consumers, from the same 
pipe line, at rates as low as 16 
cents a thousand cubic feet. 

If the commission rules it has 
jurisdiction, and is sustained by the 
courts, it then would have power 
to investigate and correct the al- 
leged discriminations in rates, as 
well as to regulate operations of 


~ithe pipe lines.

WITNESSES IN CAPONE CASES 
CALLED TO HEARING JULY 30 


U. S. Judge Indicates They V. ill Be 
Questioned at Length Before 
Sentence Is Passed. 

By the Associated Press. 

CHICAGO, July 16.—The Daily 
News says Federal Judge James 
H. Wilkerson has ordered all Gov- 
P ernment witnesses in the income 
tax and prohibition conspiracy 
cases against ‘Scarface’ Al Ca- 
pone brought into court July 30, 
indicating he has decided to hold 
a prolonged hearing despite the 
gangster’s plea of guilty. 

When it was agreed to defer 
sentencing Capone frora June 30 to 
July 30, Judge Wilkerson told at- 
torneys for both sides: “I will hear 
you fully July 39.” 

Capone pleaded guilty not long 
after a Federal grand jury had 
indicted him for evading income 
taxes on an income of $1,038,654 
for 1924-1929, and for conspiracy 
to violate the prohibition laws.
